When War Ends 


That Upland-Ontario ‘industrial 
concerns are poised to shift from 
war to peacetime prcduction with- 
out huge job displacements was 
indicated today by Dean S, Dun- 
cah, acting’‘manager of the Unit- 
ed waar Employment service, 
who re led that joos are avail- 
able ay. for every able-bodied 
man. inti work, 

“This area is in an enviable 
Spot,” he stated, “A check was 
made of four large industrial con- 
cerns and it is not anticipated any 
of their help will ve laid cff,” he 
said. 

“They have orders for civilian 
goods which will require even 
more help,” Mr. Duncan said. 

While there may be some cut- 
backs in the Upland-Ontario area, 
the industry can absorb all” the 
men and more too, 

If men laid off jobs in other 
areas were to come to Upland- 
Ontario, the situation might be 
entirely different, he added, ut 
said’ the number who can come 
here is limited by the housing 
shortage. 

Today the employment service 
has orders for carpenters, carpen- 
ter helpers, electricians, machin- 
ists, and men with other skills. 

“We have a great variety of 
openings for men in mest of the 
skills,” he said. 

Veterans of World War II dis- 
charged cn points are ccming in- 
to the office in larger and larger 
numbers, he disclosed. Many can 
be placed in jobs immediately, 
using skills employed in military 
forces. Others are given special 
training. But discharged veterans 
are being’ encouraged to continue 
their school work when possible, 
he said. 

Mr. Duncan said there are two 
openings for men in civil service 
posilions and some jobs for wo- 
men. Stenographers, typists, 
comptometer operator and domes- 
tic and kitchen help can be placed,. 
he said.

Dick Highsmith 
At omic Plant 


Although unknown to _ him, 
Richard “Dick”? Highsmith played 
an important role In the produc- 
tion cf the _ jworld-shattering 
atomic bom-at Oak Ridge, near 
Knoxville, Texas. 

“Dick’s hospital is located right 
close to the plant but he didn’t 
know what was being made,’’ re- 
ported P. H. McQuillen,; uncle of 
the Uplander. He is the son of 
Mrs. Novella Highsmith. 

Copies of the. Knoxville Journal, 








‘showing many views of the atomic 


yomb plant, contains a picture of 


the 300-bed hospital of which 
Highsmith is administrator 
The Knoxville paper, issued on 


the same day the first atomic 
inomh rocked Japan, contains 
many illustrated stories about the 
gigantic undertaking. 

Highsmith went to Oak Ridge 

about two years ago after being 
discharged by the navy. He had 
previously attended a hospital ad- 
ministrators’ -school at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 
. Growing with Oak Ridge, the 
hospital opened with 50 beds and 
it now has 300 beds to serve the 
new industrial community of 
75,000 people. For purposes of 
secrecy, the atomic bomb project 
operated under the camouflaged 
name of the Manhattan Engineer 
District, according to the news- 
paper sent by the Uplander to his 
relatives here. 

He is scheduled to arrive here 
soon for a vacation. 

‘A secret to Highsmith, the 
atomic bomb was apparently a 
secret also to everycne. 

“With the release of the first 
atomic bomb, most Oak Ridge 
residents learned for the first 
time what they had been working 
on for sO many long silent 
months,” says .a copyrighted arti- 
cle in the Kncxville Journal. 

‘At 11 a. m on August 6, the 
day of the first bombing, the dis-

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Letter Written to 
Germany 35 Years 
Ago Being Returned 


Thirty-five years ago Mrs. R. 
C, Williams wrote to her cousin 
in Germany. 

That letter, along with pic- 
tures enclosed with the missive 
was recently found by an Amer- 
ican prisoner of war, according 
to word just received by the 
Upland woman. 

Mrs. Williams has written 
occasionally through the years 
to her kin at Katzweiler, Ger- 
many. Her cousin, Anna 
Latchler, lived with her mother 
in the family home until the 
war forced them to move. _. 

Frank Russell of Canton, 
Kan., was captured along with 
other American forces. The 
prisoners lived in the Latchler 
home and apparently Russell 
rummaged through the _ resi- 
dence to see what he could find. 

The letter from Upland, Calif. 
appealed to him. He kept it. 
Later he sent it to his parents, 
who reside only eight miles from 
Mrs. Williams’ brother and sis- 
ter-in-law at Mound Ridge, 
Kan. The _ 35-year-old letter 
and the pictures are being re- 
turned to Mrs. Williams here. 

Mrs. Williams last heard from 
her aunt and cousin in Germany 
three years ago. What has hap- 
pened to them since they were 

‘forced to leave their home is a 
mystery to her. 

Mrs, Williams came to Up- 
land. in 1895 and has_ resided 
here ever since. Her brother, 
William Rupp resides in Alta 
Loma.

Future of Shell 
Plant at Kaiser 
is Uncertain 


Future cf the Kaiser Co. shell 
plant east of here is in doubt and 
at present the reduced staff of 
workers is continuing on the jo 
Making shells and the operations 
will continue until orders are re- 
ceived to the contrary, Bert Inch 
werks manager, told The Upland 
News this morning. 

Seven hundred employes are 
now at the shell plant as com- 
pared with 1894 workers, the 
maximum number, Mr. Inch said. 
Effective August 1, the- plant was 
cut down to 40,000 shells a month, 
Previously, the shell factory, 
built as a war-time measure less 
than a year ago, produced 150,000 
shells a month. Three shifts were 
employed to meet this production 
schedule. 

A gradual “cut back” has been 
in effect but until new orders are 
received the plant will ccntinue 
producing weapons cf death, the 
official said. 

Mr. Inch said that offictats in 
Washington und of the army ord- 
nance department at San Fran- 
cisev had advised the Kaiser plant 
to continue without let up until 
the official word arrives, 

The shell division of the Kaiser 
Co. was created to prcvide the 
means for shell production for the 
Pacific war. The plant, just west 
of the steel and iron division of 
the Kaiser Co, was built with 
government funds and is owned bv 
‘the government, Mr. Inch report- 
ed.

V-J Day Promises Christmas Nylons; 


Return of Other Goods May be Slow 


Nylons will be on sale at Christ- 
mas time in the J. J. Atwood com- 
pany store if the war ends this 
week, Owen FE. Atwood promised 
today. 

While reconversion from war to 
peace time manufacture will be a 
slow prcecess, nylon manufactur- 
ers have been spinning the yagn 
into parachutes and cords and can 
switch to hosiery, he has been told. 

Other scarce merchandise may 
be slower in returning to pre-war 
quantity because of production 
bottlenecks. Luggage has ‘been 
scarce because the manufacturers 
have been making incendiary 
bombs and white shirts and slips 
have been hard t2 get because the 
chemicals used in bleaching pro- 
cesses have been needed for war 
uses. 

But, by the first of next year, 
cottcn goods, sheets, pillcw cases, 
work clothing.and other scarce 
goods are expected to flow back 
into the store. 

Colborn Blectric Co. and other 
local firms will be back in the ap- 
pliarice business, Mrs. Amos R. 
Colborn said, but the reccnversion

One of the first acts of the 
Allies will be to liberate the 
prisoners, of war and the intern- 
ed civilians from the Japs... 
and that may mean freedom for 
the first time in many months 
for Bill Standlea, Uplander. 

A prisoner of the Japs since 
the fall of Guam early in the 
war, the son of Mr. and Mrs. U. 
S. Standlea has heen the object 
of much concern. A few letters | 
have come from him to his par- 
ents, the most recent cne early 
in 1945. 

Always hopeful that her 
youngest son would be return- | 
ed home safely, Mrs. Standlea 
recently read the newspaper 
headlines that told of the Japs 


taking the American prisoners | 
to the military centers—to be 
bombed by American bomtks. 


This incident shook her con- | 
fidence, her faith and her hones | 
of Bill ever coming home. But | 
the bombings soon stopped when | 
the peace negotiations begin | 
and there is still a bright pos- | 
sibility that the marine will 
soon enjoy peace and freedom. 

After starring on the Chaffey 
gridiron five years ago, young | 
Standlea quit his classes to join 
the marines. He was with the 
forces sent to arm Guam and he 
was with them after the bitter 
fighting prior to capture by the |

Farm | Price Controls 
Must Not Be Relaxed 
Says Dkystra of U.S.C. 


According to a blunt warning 
issued by the Association of Land- 
arant Coileges and Universities, 
farmers will be headed for post- 
war disaster if price controls are 
relaxed now. 

Clarence A, Dykstra cf the Uni- 
versity of Califcrnia, of Califor- 
nia, chairman of the Association's 
Executive Committee released the 
anti-inflation statement. 

“Farm people have an enormous 
stake in the successful control of 
inflation,” the statement téeads in 
part. “A runaway price situation 
during the war, or while the pres- 
sure for civillan goods and sérv- 
ices continues duiing the early 
postwar period, would ‘spell. dis- 
aster for many. farmers and their 
faniilies,”’ 

“Any decided rise in prices and 
wage rates during this period 
would add greatly to farm sosts 

. When war demands taper off, 
are 
likely to be replaced by surpluses. 
If prices are allowed to : 
hand now, farm prices tien may 
nose-dive while many items of 
farm expenses stay up.”

This week's question: 
kind of flood damaze could be 
caused by a forest fire? 

The Ranger says: July 16 a 
fire started ‘at Clark’s ranch, in 
the upper Santa Ana canyon. Be- 
fore this fire could be controlled 
it had burned 5500 acres in the 
Santa Ana watershed. 

Last week we had some of our 
“unusual Southern California 
weather”, at which time several 
inches of rain fell in this particu- 
lar area. On all the surrounding 
country there was no damage 
from this rain and all of the ef- 
fects iwere beneficial. 

In, and ‘below, the burned area 
there was considerable amount of 
flocd damage. This may seem 
queer in August, but it actually 
happened. Seven miles of high- 
way, secondary roads, were made 
impassable and in s-:me_ places 
waShed out completely. Immed- 
iately adjacent to the burn the 
damage. to this road was greater 
than the greatest road damage 
euifered in the 1938 flood. 

The Bear Valley Water com- 
pany was forced to by-pass from 
their irrigating system for sev- 





other buildings damaged. 

What|, These ate the results of. flood | 
damage irom the burned area of 
one fire. It will take many 
thousands of dollars to répair 
thesé improvements. It will take 
20 years before the watershed 
value of this area returns to nor- 
maj. For the next several years 
we can expect additional damage 
to water supplies, roads, trails, 
buildings and improvements in 
and below the burned. area.

Food Outlook 
For Civilians 


After a complete re-examina- 
tion of the food outlook, a frank 
report on where this nation now 
stands on food supplies, has been 
released by Clinton P. Anderson, 
secretary cf agriculture. 

It may be impossible to move 





to consumers all of the fruit and} 


fresh vegetables hecause of trans- 
portation difficulties. Meats, fats 
and oils, sugar, condensed and 
evaporated milk, and canned fruits 
and vegetables will continue in 
short supply in the months ahead. 
In addition, rice and dry bean sup- 
plies will get shorter. As a whole, 
the fruit crop will be good this 


year. 
However, the milk supply is 
good, and will increase a billion 


pounds in comparison with~ last 
year’s supply. 

The 1945 crops will be inade- 
quate for all of the demands that 
are being put upon the food pro- 
duction of this country, with the 
exception cf wheat, potatoes, and 
most fresh vegetables. 

“With confidence among our 
farmers and a determination to 
back them up, we can have more 
food in this country,” Mr. Ander- 
son stated.

food.’ 


“We have embarked on a rigid 
policy cf close and constant scru- 
tiny of military and foreign de- 
mands for food. I am insisting 
that all requests be made on a 
realistic basis with due. recogni- 
tion for the needs of our own 
civilians and the availability of 
food supplies from all sources. 
Steps are being taken to improve 
the civilian poultry supply situa- 
tion by changes in government 
‘buying practices.”

DECORATED UNIT 

Pfe, Roland B. McCsy of Up- 
land is a member of the most 
highly decorated combat unit in 
the European theater of opera- 
tions, the army reported today. 

It is the second battalion of the 
318th infantry regiment, in the 
eightieth “Blue Ridge” division in 
Germany. 

Reduced to 200 men and fight- 
ing only with rifles and bayonets, 
the battalicn last December 
ground relentlessly through the 
ring of Nazi steel around Bastogne 
to reach the encircled American 
garrison there during the “Battle 
of the Bulge.” For that, a Presi-

ed, according to army announce- 
ment today. 

In the vanguard of eka Pat- 
ton’s Third army, the _ battalion 
participated in the bloody Moselle 
river fighting in September and 
in the frontal] assault of 1400-foot 
high Delme ridge in the campaign 
to outflank Metz. 

It pierced the Maginot line one 
hour and 25 minutes after launch- 
ing its attack. It forced crossings 
of the Our and Sauer rivers and 
twice smashed the Siegfried line. 
It added its weight to the eighti- 
eth division in the capture of Bit- 
burg, St. Wendel, Kaiserslautern, 
Kassel, Erfurt, Wei- 
ar, Jena and Gera.
